SUBJECT: Monthly Report — Tel Aviv Bureau April 1985 

I . GENERAL 

The bureau was evacuated on 19 April due to a bomb threat. 


II. OPERATIONAL 

A. Moni tor i al /Editorial 

HEBREW SECTION 

It was a relatively busy month for the Hebrew section. 
Withdrawal from Lebanon continued to be the main story of the month 
with the Cabinet agreeing to withdraw to the international border by 
the beginning of June, to support the ASL and civil guards in the 
security strip and to retain freedom of action to operate against 
terrorist organizations in Lebanon. The withdrawal from the eastern 
sector of Lebanon took place typically without prior announcement on 
24 April. The earlier evacuation of the Ansar prison camp detainees 
from Lebanon to Israel and the subsequent release of a number of 
detainees, though significant, produced more foreign than domestic 
react ion. 

A domestic political storm arose over Ezer Weizman's 
"private" trip to Egypt to talk to President Mubarak and other high 
level Egyptian officials. Ministerial -level trips abroad are 
ordinarily approved pro forma by the Cabinet but Foreign Minister 
Shamir and his supporters clearly saw Weizman's trip as an 
unacceptable intrusion into Shamir's domain. 


Israel went on daylight savings time 14 April. 

Shipment of videotapes for the Cities Project has been 
finalized to 5 night flights a week. 

TURKISH SECTION 

The problem of the Turkish minority in Bulgaria continued to 
simmer with the Turkish Government sending its third note to 
Bulgaria, this time looking for a dialogue to settle the problem. 
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Turkey went on daylight savings time 20 April. 

The section sent off the first of three computerized 
reference lists — this one on Turkish/Sreek Cypriot place names 
to Headquarters and Nicosia Bureau.
